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DETAILS SHOWING THE FAMILY DESCENT: Give reference to verify the above statement of birth, 
marriage and death, by volume and page if reference is made to published work, and a duplicate certi- 
fied copy of facts where reference is made to Family Bible, tomb stone, or other unpublished authority. 
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Some Carter Notes. 

The continuation of certain given names is a help in unraveling 
the various Carter lines. The names of “iles and *heodorick seem to be 
almost exclusively of the Giles Carter of Hemrico family. Robert seems to 
be common to all the lines as does “ohn. Judith appears in the King Carter 
family, though it does occur in the line I am sending from Capt. Thomas 
Carter of Barford, Lancaster Co. Charles is common in King Carter family 
and not common in the others. 

I recognize five established families- King Carter and his father 
John, Thomas of Lancaster, William of Surry , Giles of Henrico and Joseph 
of the Shenandoah Valley, who came in from Pa. There are no doubt others. 
But these have left descendants in Va. 

In Essex Co . in Will Book 8. There are in the index seven wills 
of William Carters. I have no idea to what line they belong. I had no time 
to look them up. 

In Albemarle Co. Both the descendants of Edward Carter of Blenheim 
(King Carter family) and the Thomas Carter of Barford family are represented. 
And I think some other strain is there also. 

In Sept. I7, 1807, Mary Carter made a will which was recorded in 
Albemarle Co. June I, I8I2 . She is named Mary Carter of City of Richmond, 
widow of Doct. William Carter of the same city . Estate received from her 
husband to go to son-in-law Charles Spenceyot City of Richmoygd. 

In Goochland Co. Some of ie records are plainly of the Giles 
Carter family as the name Theodorick appears. And the records also relate 
to the King Carters before the division of Albemarle from Goochland CO« 
Thomas Carter seems to be the first of a line in “oochland and later in 
Cumberland Co. He can not be of the lhomas Carter of B arford , Lancaster 
Co. according to my takesx dates. Thomas the first appears in a land grant 
in Goochland in I730. There is a Thomas Carter will in 1735 ,naming sons 
Edward and Stephen. And another will made in +726 and proven in 1738,

I surely think this line dovetails with yours. Miss Bass 
of the Va. Library suggested that they might be descendants of Surry, Carter 
family. I do not think I have ever seen atheory in print about their 
origin , but I had for some time the impression that they were of the 
King Carter family. 

James Carter and Sally his wife of Goochland gave a deed in I800 
to land on Sinking Hole Creek. He was Dr. James Carter. That may be Lick- 
ing Hole Creek. I think that this James Carter is a grandson of Thomas and 
Penele.(That name was difficult to read.)If so he was related to Judith 
and Charles. William Carter of Goochland , whom, I pursued so relentlessly 
was a minor in 1776 , the date of his father's will, Charles Carter killed 
in Rev. in 1777. Charles land was notth of James River » While his father 
lived in Cumberland Co. south of the river. Robert, the father appears 
as Mr. in old records and Rev. Douglas held services at his house. It is 
from him the place called Cartersville in Cumberland Co. takes its name. 

I was told when at Cumberland Court House that some of his descendants 
live there at this time. My last day was spent there only three or four 
years ago. It is possible that these descendants might have some records 
or traditions that would be helpful in your search . ALetter to the 
postmaster in Garteperiilo, if it is a mail station might develope some 
clue.

John and Robert (King Carter) . He says that John Carter had a son Charles 
of whom nothing is known . Of John,the son ;>"Of this branch we have no 
account" . This I judge is what you are trying to trace. This eldest son 
John appeared on the vestry books as a member of the vestry in 1666. 

John the first of the name died in I669 and was building a church on the 
site of Christ Church at the time . In six months after his death his 

son, presented it to the vestry. If you do not know this article, I think 
you may find it helpful.

Dr. Thomas Carter, was the son of John and Jean Michell 
Carter, of Williamsburg, and his birth is recorded in the 
“Recister of Bruton Parish" edited by Dr. W. A. R. Goodwin, 
page 126. The following is a copy of the Pension Claim on 
file in Washingtonj- War Pension Claim R-12974. Thomas Care 
ter served as Surgeon's Mate from May 27th, 1779 too Febe 
ruary 17th, 1780. 


In 1780 he was appointed Surgeon in the corp of State 
Calvary under Major John Nelson. In 1782 he was placed in 
the legionary corp under Lt. Col. Charles Dabneyg Virginia 
Troops and served until Feb. 8th, 1783, When he became a su- 
pernumerary.
